small mining village about two miles irom 
Mahanoy City, Scliuyikill County, was tlu 
scene of a fearful holocaust at an early hour 
yest-erday morning. 
Tlie houses in tin; 


place were all b-iiit of wood, and about da>- 
brcak smoke was observed to be iss'ijng 
from, one of Uiem. Fanned by a furloun 
gale the 
ilames sj)read fast, 
and in 


a few minutes 
three adjoining 
houses 


were 
also 
on 
fire. 
The 
residences 


were provided with only narrow means ot 
exit, from which the occupants werocut otf. 
Ladders were quickly procured, and Uv 
people in three of tlie houses were rescued 
with difficulty. 
In the house where the 


flames originated the rescuers were unable 
to rouse the inmate*, it is supposed the 
unfortunate people were overcome by tlie 
smoke, for all efforts to arouse them'were 
unavailing, and those on tlie outside were 
prevented from entering tiie windows by 
the fierceness of the Names. The house was 
occupied by a miner named Frank Farrell, 
and while the horror-stricken people on the 
outside were shouting themselves hoarse 
Farrell appeared at an open window hold- 
ing his seven-year-old boy in his arms. Tlw 
tlames were by this time playing fiercely 
around the window at which the miner 
stood. With one blow of his foot lie knocked 
the window into splinters, and then, lean- 
ing far out, dropped his child into the 
arms of some men standing on the ground 
lu'hnv. Tiie father then returned, evidently 
with the intention of endeavoring to rescue 
the others. 
He was never afterward seen 


alive. Just then the house began to shake: 
then it careened and fell, burying six per- 
son-, in the mass of smoking ruins. 
The 


names ot the victims are ajj follows: Fra.uk 
Kairell. aired forty; Mrs. Frank Farrell, 
aged thirty-eight: Amy Farrell, aged four- 
teen; Walter Farrell. agod tin; Thomas 
F.irrell, aged 4: .lames Fitzgerald, a board- 
er, a^'ed twenty-two. 


The flames, after entirely destroying the 


four houses attacked, finally subsid' d. l!y 
noon the ruin., were partially cleared away 
and the six bodies, ail burned to a crisp, 
were recovered. 


Hon the lire stalled is not exactly known. 


From a slatemenl made by the little boy 
saved it is believed the father was smoking 
while in bed, and that he fell asleep while 
*o engaged. 
The burning tobacco is be- 


lieved to have then fallen on the bed, and 
so started tlie terrible conflagration.

This, and 
all matters of public and general in 
terest they are expected to gather, to 
pot into the most readable shape, and 
free of expense to tho public, except 
for snbwsriptSon. They can be ex 
peeled to do, too, a reasonable share 
of charitable work, where it is a mat- 
ter of general interest. Then there 
is the discussion of local questions of 
general interest, and matters of po- 
litical or moral policy which the edi- 
tor is expected to discuss. But there 
are many demands maJa npon the 
newspapers that are not included in 
these. 
For instance: 
There is a 


wedding in a prominent family. The 
fond parents as w*ll aa the joyful 
bridegroom and happy bride would 
like to see a glowing description of it 
with a fall list of »he present?. But 
they must not expect too mnch o! the 
always act ve reporter. 
He should 


not be expected to hang around the 
door and pick up the material for an 
article by eavesdropping or persuad 


purpose, about the time in the morn- 
ing the newspaper shonld be in typo. 
A proper respsct for the reporter, and 
the paper, shonld furnish some other 
means of getting the information. 


Then as to charitable work. A 


festival is a good place to which to 
_ >, if you wish to, and have money, 
but the niizht reporter on a morning 
newspaper has but little time to spare 
in the evening. It is his time for 
work. The festival being duly ad» 


o; an individual or an organi 


/sition should be paid for. Thin tLe
